The Authorities in India suggest that 
the well-known local lawyer Dr. O. Fischer who applied 
to H.B.M Supreme Court for permission to defend the 
accused in the case of the nurder of Harcharan Singh, 
may be identical with en Austrian lawyer and merchant 
named Dr. O. Fischer who, according to ae statement 
made early in 1917 in comection with Indian sedition 
in the Far East, was one of the principal men who were 
engaged in plots against India at that time. I should 
be glad to have your views on this suggestion and to 
have a detailed report on the Italian lawyer, Dr. 0. 
Fischer, if this can be compiled without giving your 

Pe a great deal of trouble. The Authorities in 
India also suggest that Dr. O. Fischer may now be an 
| Italian citizen owing to the transfer after the war of 


a portion of Austrian territory to Italy.
